T he assessor is required to give all 
persons a receipt at the time they pay 
him the cash, and this receipt relieves 
you of paying again until the next reg" 
ular assessment.

Mr. Harwood 
sa ys: 
G ologisfs point out the fact that this 
chain of lakes has not a lwa ys been as 
it now is; that there was a time when 
■ ill ihe lakes were blended into one, 
ba\ i ig prob ibly the Mississippi river 
lor its out It t to the g ulf on the south. 
One geologist says: 
Every day sees something taken from 
the rocky barrier of Niagara, and g eo­ 
log ica lly speaking at no very remote 
time our great lakes will bave shared 
the tato of those which once existed in 
the great far west. 
Already they have 
been reduced to less than one-ha lf their 
former area, and the water level has 
been depressed iiOO feet or more. 
The 
process is pretty sure to g oon until they 
are completely emptied. The cities that 
stand upon their hanks will ere that 
time have grown colossal m size, then 
gray with 
age, then 
tall 
into deca ­ 
dence and thoh Kites lie long forg ot­ 
ten, hut in the sediments that are now 
a ccumula ting in these lake basins w ill 
lie many a wreck and skeleton, tree 
trunk and floated leaf. 
Near the city 
sites and old river mouths these sedi­ 
ments will be full of relics that w ill il- 
J ustrate and expla in the ming led come­ 
dy and tragedy of life. 
In a certain sense these lakes form 
one m ig hty river, dra ining a region of 
over 525,000 square miles and finding 
an outlet for their overflowing wa ter 
through the swift St. Ma ry’s river at 
the east end of Superior; through Hu­ 
ron and the St. Clair river and Lake 
dt. Clair and the Detroit river; through 
Erie and Nia g a ra and Ontario and the 
St. Lawrence, on to the vast ocean be­ 
yond. 
It is interesting to note that the bot­ 
tom of Lake Superior, tho hig hest of 
the lakes, is about 400 feet below the 
surface of the sea at N ew York harbor.
